REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a signal processor, which receives an 
encoded digital signal and generates signals to reproduce video and audio from the 
received digital signal. The independent claim 1 identifies the distinct features: " a clock 
generator for generating a clock signal of which the frequency corresponds to that of the 
first audio signal: an audio processor, which receives the second audio signal and the 
clock signal and converts the frequency of the second audio signal into that of the first 
audio signal in accordance with the clock signal; and an audio switch, which receives 
the first audio signal from the first decoder and the second audio signal with the 
converted frequency from the audio processor, respectively, and outputs one of the two 
audio signals that is associated with the video signal being selected by the video 
controller ". All the references of record, either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
